Rev. Mr. Sruncuon drinks wine ; Dr. Bur 
Lows sees Virtie in the vine ; the Farmers’ 
Club recommends American champagne ; she 
golden fruit of California in a dozen years or 
Se hill-sides rather than 
in her mines ; Massachusetts abandons’ her 
License law as a failure; ‘aid reverts, ‘in de- 
spair, to the Prohibitive system, whose great 
defects she has already proven ; Maine: finds 
total abstinence from alcoholic stimulants 
leading to the excessive use of opium ; it is in 
proof that in thé Northérn rum-drinking and 
‘beer-swilling countries dypeomanis is painful- 
ly on the increase, while in the Southern 
vine lands, where everybody drinks, there is 
no drunkenness ; and, altogether, it is clearly 
evident that ‘the coming ’ian Will dink wine. 

At, least he ought to do so as a practical 


temperance measure. People are beginning |. 


to think of regulating this.evil, which they 
cannot crush out; and practical as well as 
philosophical persons are ‘Iéoking to: grape 
culture and the cheapening of good wines as 
the best means of checking the increase, if 
not of entirely eradicating the evil. 

The statistics of drunkenness show a fearful 
increase of the habit, significantly enough 
wholly in the Northern climates. The Eng- 
lish courts have tried 193,640 persons arrested 
for drunkenness annually for the last five 
years, against less than two-thirds of 
those numbers for the five years 
next preceding. In Russia the licensed 
drinking houses have increased from 460 to 
2,500 in six years; and though among the 
wealthy and aristocratic classes drunkenness 
has decreased, in consequence of its having 
become unfashionable, the poorer classes 
have taken to-hard drinking at a fearful rate.
